The Ford Foundation, now about to begin full- 
scale activities, is the richest p rivate p hilan­ 
throp ic institution in the world. It was created 
by the Ford automobile family . The foundation 
owns Ford Motor Comp any stock and other as­ 
sets valued at 238 million dollars 
Men familiar with Ford onerations say that 
this stock would be worth much more, if it were 
ever p ut on the market. They estimate that the 
foundation’s assets should * y ield income of at 
least 50 million dollars a y ear, to be used for 
human welfare. 
The trustees, headed by Henry Ford II. ap ­ 
p ointed a committee of educators who made a 
lengthy study , during wty ch they interviewed 
more than 1,000 leading citizens. 
They said they would leave to others the con­ 
tinued ex p loration of the p hy sical sciences, med­ 
icine, and p ublic health, because the critical 
p roblems of humanity are social rather than 
p hy sical in character. 
The foundation will sup p ort activities that 
will (1) contribute to world p eace, (2) p romote 
freedom and democracy , <3> strengthen educa­ 
tion, (4) advance economic well-being, and (5) 
increase scientific knowledge of human behavior. 
The trustees granted 3 million dollars to vari­ 
ous institutions for the last-named p urp ose. That 
is small comp ared with grants that are coming. 
For some y ears, foundations have been giving 
less money toward research in the p hy sical sci­ 
ences and more toward social research, and the 
Ford announcement gives a great p ush to that 
change of direction. 
Before the name Ford leap ed to the top of the 
p hilanthrop ic ILst, two names dominated the field 
of p rivate foundations for half a century — Car­ 
negie and Rockefeller. 
Andrew Carnegie, the steel-maker, gave away 
$350,000,000. Two-thirds of it went into big foun­ 
dations, such as the Carnegie Corp oration, which 
now’ is rated the second largest foundation in 
the country , surp assed only by the Ford Foun­ 
dation. 
The third largest is the Rockefeller Founda- ! 
tion. This is one of a number established by John 
D. Rockefeller and John D., Jr., gave more than 
$550,000,000 between them.
